I was born on March 12, 1941 in-Chicago, I was raised in 
Chicago and the Northwest suburbs, I graduated fron Ste Procopius 
College in June of 1966. My wife Gerrie, sons Chris and Nick and 
I now live in a Southwest suburb of Chicago. I am currently em- 
ployed by International darvester, whore I am a Data Processing 
Operations Shift Supervisor. 

My grandnother started me in the raising of guppies, Uhen I 
was young she always had a smáll tank of common guppies in the 
kitchen, I always enjoyed feeding and watching them when I visited 
her.

I currontly raise golds, gold snakeskins and other mnakoskins, 
1 just started With black, purple and bronze, 1 don't know what 1 
vill keep, 

The things I liko most about raising and showing guppies aro 
the friendship of all the people you meet as you travel around to 
show your fish and the thought that you get out of the hobby exactly 
Xhat you yourself put into it, ‘The botter the effort on your part

THE SNARESKIN, ΟΒ KING COBRA GUPPY by Dr. Chee Sek Yoong 


Whether the guppy is s grey guppy or a golden guppy or an albino 
guppy, their body patterns can be ciassified into three typos: 


l; Ordinary type with red and blue green patches and black spots, 
This colour pattern resembles the pattern of wild gupplen. 


2, Half black or three quarters black type - half or three 
Quarters of the body ie black or bluish black in colour. 


3. Snakeskin or King Cobra type. Here there are fine irrideg- 
cont, silvery markings on the body, This is the type of guppy 
that'the present article is dealing with. 


iat is the snakeskin or King Cobra Guppy? What should it look 
like? ow can I tell whether this is a genuine anakeskin guppy Or 
not? should it have one or two black dote in its body or none at 
all? What should ite colour be - in the body and in tho tail? 


According to Mike Reed a three quarter black male with unusual 
markinga in ita body was brought into the United States fron Surope, 
presumably Germany by tho late Paul Hahnel. Hahnel presented thie 
uale guppy to Fred Reitz, a guppy entusiast, Reitz, after working 
with the fich for a while, gave gomo of his stock to his riendo, 

Mac Kaliehatein and Jano Cardillo of Mac Cuppy Hatchery li New Yorks 
Those two oroamed the male with their femalea of fixed otrains, for 
oxample, their strain with blue green multicoloured tail, their strana 
of red baila, otc, From the result of these crozsinga and by further 
inbreeding, the King Cobra Guppy wan developed and fixed by thon. 

From their blue-green multicoloured strain they got the blue and green 
King Cobras and from their red strain they got their Red King Cobra 
which hao either a green or blue body with à rod tall. "Thoy aleo 
developed a golden King Cobra = which they named the Sunset King Cobra, 
Taia fish had a golden body with anekoukin maringa and a rod ns yellow 
Ted tall. Note that if you cross the fomale King Cobra with an 
ordinary male tho malo offapring will not have the snakeskin garkingss 
The article on this appeared in thc May issue of Tropical Pleh Hob 
ist, 1067, They name thie fich the King Cobra Guppy because the 
trrldescent wavy White Lines on the body of the fan give 1t aomo 
renenblanco to the kin of a take, Tho next year, June, 1966, the 
owners of the Mac Guppy Hatchery proudly announced the production of 
the albino King Cobra Guppy. This fish has a golden body with onako- 
skin markings and a red tall, About the same tine as tho Mac Guppy 
Entchary wan engaged in the breeding of the King Cobra Guppy, another 
profesolonal guppy breeder, William Hartung, va aiso extensively 
engaged in the breeding of the snakeskin guppy. This man ia faxum 
for his variety of golden guppy which he hemed the Bronze Delight aud 
walch he claimed was a firm hybrid of thé ordinary grey and the gorden 
guppy. "To me the bronze guppy 15. just another variation of the golden 
Zupiy =- like the blonde guppy which is lighter in colour than tho 
golden guppy while the bronze is a little darker. Uilliam Hartung 
Produced three types of bronze snakeekin: (1) bronze yellow tail 
Snakeskin; (2) bronze red tall snakeskin; (3) bronze double sword 
Snakeskin, ‘These Tish have a greenish yellow body with enakeskin 
markings. In addition to the bronze snakeskin guppies he aleo pro- 
duced thd albino snakeskin guppy and I beleive he Was the fret’ mam

Mac Guppy Hatchery announced the prduction of their albino-snakeskin 
guppy. Algo, he prduced several types of grey snakeskin guppy: 
1. greantail snakeskin - groan body with snakeskin markings and 
A black or greenish black tail with yellow markings, 


2. leopard tail snakeskin - green body with yellow tail and 
black dote, 


3. doüblosworá onakonkin guppys 


Prom the inbreeding of my own snakeskin guppies another variation 
vas produced, "his fish has a yellow green body with snakeskin mark- 
ings and a lace veil tail.’ Also double swordtails were produced. : 
Other breeders in Singapore’ have also produced the snakeskin guppy with 
a bottom sword or an upper sword, From my own breeding experience 

Tan of the opinion that the enakesicin guppy originated from a mutation 
Gf tho Viennese emerald double oYord guppy bocauso tho double sword 
snakeskin guppy haa a strong romemblance to tho Viennese double swords, 


A good Snakeskin guppy should have horizontal markings on ite 
body but thone not so highly developed will show three or four vertical 
dars at the ponterior one third of ite body (caudal poduncle) and 

nome in addition hava rod vertical lineo in thig part of tho body. 
Mont.fioh have one, two or threo black dots in tho untorior part Of 
ita body, owever, tho highly dovoloped fieh ndy'not have any black 
doto at all, The more those lerideecent white markings are seon, 

tho better the fioh looke and the markings are finer or narrower 

Those fish that have fower markings alco hava broador markings and in 
none you can hardly aee the markingn at all, Of all tha onakenkin 
Ruppies I believe that tha mont atriking and beautiful ones are 

thone with a dark groon body which some name tho emorald snakeskin 
guppy. If you can.produco a strain of snakeskin fish with (1) a dark 
Eroon (emerald) body with many fine irridemcent markings, (2) a multi- 
Coloured delta tail, (3) a loarge rectangular dorsal fin with leopard 
or spotted markings’ you have achieved th ultimate in guppy breeding,

snakeskin pattern shall compete in tho apprpriate caudal color clase, 
IPGA also requires that the caudal and dorsal color match. A matching 
body color also picks up points.

Hundreds of dollars have bean spent “yearly by breeders claiming 
to have quality show guppies, Often we find out that-the claims the 
dealers make are not true and this usually reaulto-in four or fi 
months of time lost in establishing a good-etrain of guppies, Check 
with your aquarium soctety for a lint of reputable breeders in your 
city. Also obtain a National list to see if their claims are true. 


This method of selecting stock ie truly the best known. Hand 
picking selected stock right from the breeders! own tanks. Very few 
people have this lucky opportunity, If possible prior to selecting 
your stosk make several visita to the chosen breeder and watch the 
Progress the fish makes Also upon purchasing these fish get, tho 
hosurance of the breeder that the stock you have selected will breed 
fairly true, Follow these guidelines 1 have laid out and the chances 
are very slim that you will receive poor quality guppies, 

Also keep in mind the females must como from the same strain, 
preferably closely related to the males, Given plenty of room and 
a varied diet of live and quality dry foods they will certainly pros- 
per, Glagavorms, Daphnia, Brine Shrimp, Microworms and Whiteworns 
Cultured you can’ purchase’ through the mails. 


Guppies seem to prefer a ph of 7.0 or on the alkaline side, and 
n temperature of 76 degrees to 78 degreon although they are very 
Tolorant of Water condition, Fomalos will deliver broode at three 
to favo wook intervals; temperatures affect directly tho Length 
time between broods. Lo you know once a female drops her young she 
will drop more broode for the next three monthn? The next step which 
ἴα most important in the segregation of young males. Thoy should bo 
kopt in a Large roaring tank until they àre mature enough to be judged 
for quality. A thickening of tho anal fin ac it turns into a gono- 
podium is the first indication of sox. Young Halen should be kept 
Wogregated as thoy maturo very young. However, most people don!t 
roulize that the females aro tho moat important part of the etrain, 
‘Therefore you muet keep culling both sexes until only the very best 
remain. Thon and only then should the virgin fonales bo bred to 
the best malos, Females at the age of 3 to 4 montho, malen 3 to 5 
months 

With a large measure of work and a dash of luck you will have 
the best,

4 LOOK AT FISH NUTRITION hy Dax Arbogast 
Did you know that nutritional deficiencies ave tha basis for 
many of the disease problems in fish? If you are bawing a hard time 
keeping your fish healthy, a good look at the diet you are feeding 
them should be included in the search for the cause of the troubles. 
Fish are your captives. Thoy can only eat what they find in thelr 
tanks, and that places the responsibility of providing all the nec- 
essary nutritional elements in their proper proportion from the dist 
given by you, their keeper. If a nutritional deficiency itself ls 
mot serious enough to harm the fish, it can cause the fish to become 
vulnerable to parasites that would not normally invade a healthy fish. 


Unfortunately, pinpointing a dietary deficiency as the primary 
cause of a fish disease im many times a very difficult task, However, 
an understanding of the general nutrient requirements for fish will 
help an aquarist keep hie or her fish in top condition, 


Fish, Like mont other animala, obtain energy for body maintenance 
and growth from calories obtained from thelr food. A look at the 
digestible energy from different food componente of mont animals com- 
parod with fish doen note a significant difference, Most other animals 
on the average, can obtain 4 Kcal of onergy from one gran of prothin, 
S'kcal from one gram of fat, and 4 Kcal from one gran of carbohydrate. 

ah have been found to obtain 2.9 Kcal of digestible energy fron ono 
gran of protein, 8,0 Kcal from one gran of fat, and 1,6 Kcal from one 
Eram of carbohydrate. Obviously, the fish are comparable in their 
ability to obtain energy from proteino and fate as noat other animals, 
but look at the difference botweon tho energy digeatiiliion from the 
carbohydrates, 


Fish aro actually normal diabetice and cannot tolerate high 
carbohydrate lovele in thoir dieta, Excessive sugars in a fi&hen 
diet causes poor growth, listless activity, and giycogen buildup in 
liver tissue, which can'bocome up to 18 of tho Livar massy Lose than 
558 of the diet being carbohydrates seems to be a good figure to rem 
bor, 


Proteine are neoded by tho fich not only for onargy but as the 
building blocks for growth and body activities. Most of the commer- 
cial diets on the market contain at least 40% protean, The signs of 
protein doficiency in fich is poor growth, lack of appetite, and re- 
duced activity. The fioh are able to digest sone of the protétns 
better than others and the digestibility of the prot&in is affected 
by the type of proteins present and by their sensitivity to hydro- 
Ἰγοῖα by the fish, A diet may boast about 50% protàtny but only JOE 
may bo usable by the fish. Fish meals tend to have relatively high 
protein digeotability, whereas alfalfa for some fish io only 13% 
Gigostible. (It ia interesting to note that goldfish are ablo to 
dleont 66% of tho protien in alfalfa meal, but are able to digont 92% 
of tho protein in white fich meal.) 


It is important to realize the protéin fed to the fish must 
contain the proper amounte of indispensable amino acids required 
by the fish, Ten amino acids have been found to be necessary for 
healthy growth, and tho lack of any one of the ten will cause prob- 
lems. Perhaps the most illustrative example of an amino acid defic- 
fency is the condition caused by too little tryptophan in the diet,

SH NUTRITION. 
A grossly-ditstorted backbone resulte, but ia quickly eliminated by 
replacing the needed amount of tryptophan into the diet, That does 
tais all mean to the aquarist? Many different protein sources have 
fo be used to make cure the fish are getting all the required amounts 
of the necessary amino acido, 


Fata are the major source of energy for fish, But be forewarned! 
Too much fat causes Tatty degeneration of the liver and also kidney 
troubles, A diet with over 13% fat Will cause problems, Tish do need 
one essential fatty acid and it must. be found in at least 1% of the 
diei, Defleioncy of this essential fatty acid causes reduced growth, 
dermal deplgmontation, necrosis of the caudal fin, fatty end pale 
livers, and mortality if not alleviated. Meh oils are very high in 
the eefential fatty acid and have been found to stimulate growth when 
included in fish diets. 


It would'be tragic not to say something about the 14 vitamins 
that fish need for a healthy condition, Although rot all the daily 
requirement for each of these have beon found for all fish, (and I 
Suspect the requirements vary significantly from species to species) 
the squarist must try Mis or her best to supply at least the Riniaun 
amount of vitamins for the fish, This can be done in most casos by 
varying the diet and supplying many different ingredients. 


The quantity of food offered Là the fish is about the hardest 
thing for a ποῦ member of the hobby to learn, That comes with timo 
and a little experimenting. Algo, to get the most out of any dlet 
the particulate size of tho food must match the need and size of the 
fish 

Something must be said about feeding livo foodu, Everyone who 
has ever fed livo foods has to admit it stimulates growth and enhanton 
tho fiches health, But lt cannot supply all the requirenenta of the 
fish aa a steady diet and haa to bo supplemonted with other foods. 
Tako for cxample brine shrimp. Fish love it, That's good, But nute 
ritionally it doesn't ntand out. Even commercial shrimp dealers will 
only guarantee their product to contain 9% crude protein and 0,21% 
crude fat, (San Trancieco Bay Brand, check it out!) 

Fortunately, most of the diete commercially available today do 
take into account all the dietary requirements found for fish, but I 
have found some that don't. It ia possible to formulate a diet that 
Vill supply all tho necessary elements in their proper proportions 
and feed as a staple diet, (The trout and channel catfish industries 
have done it for years.) "Tho aquarist has to be the judge of how his 
fish react to a certain diet and have an open mind'to change and keep 
experimenting until the fich look and act tho best possible, You will 
motice tho difference!

I know that the reprint "The Guakagin ge King Cobra Guppy" 
(Jan./Fab, issue) 18 really eleven years olf, hut in all fairness 
to thosa involved I wish to set the record straight, , The albino 
snakeskin was produced by Mac and Jano of Mac's Guppy Hatchery.

The snakeskin guppy was originally given to Mac and Jano by a 
mutual German friend of ours, iis brought it from Germany, but im its 
original form it was a half-black with snakeskin markings on ite head. 
his waa in 1963. Following many ċřossen, the snakeskin evolved and 
from this, the many color patterns which included blue, green, rod 
and yellow, Subsequently, Mac\and Jano-developod the albino snake- 
skin (See TTH - May, !965'- The Albino King Cobra - by Al Martinez) 


7 was also fortunate enough to recolvo some onakeskins from Mac 
and Jano during that time, I exhibited then after breeding and wan 
able to win many priges with them. 


Mr. illiam Hartung was alao a friend of mié and he certainly 
was an oxcellent breeder, being roaponaible for many varied types Of 
bronze that you see today (Bronze Delight). Nr, Hartung started to 
breed the snakeskin only after I gave bim his first pair in 1966.

Showing fish requires ag much knowledge and hard work an breed- 
ing most species, The monetary rewards reaped by a successful exhib 
itor are soldom sufficient to cover the additional expenses incurred 
but, the feeling of pride and elation when your fish is judged

While thia may appear to be a somewhat tedious task (it ial), 1t 
can pay dividenda an you may find one or more minor pointe which Ray 
be of advantage to your entries.

Where possible, the majority of shows will utilize judging 
standarde aot by national specialty organizations, This ia particu- 
larly true in tho case of guppies. Know how and gn what pointe will

In addition to familiarizing yourself with national etandarde 
the astuto competitor wil also beg, borrow or steal a copy of the 
judging book, This"is the text celected by the judging committee 
de the final authority in the case of disputes an to size, colora- 
tion, etc, 

This is an important point in that judges (despite the opinions 
of some competitors) are human and cannot be expoctod to know the 
Weil statistican of ali the specien they may encounter, Whon, in 
doubt the Judge will refer to the judging book and it is essential 
that you db the gans when pre-judging your fich. 


Step Three -- Solert Prospective Entrants. 


Now that you are aware of what the show involves, take the show

When selecting fish as possible entries, be "gi gl." 
This is a preliminary judging and nothing out the teri οξκ ανα δὲ 
considered. The first point you should look for is body aize as 
compared to the standards listed in the judging book. If you fihi 

a specimen which meets your preset standards, look at the color of 
the fish. Pointe on color are awarded for intensity and conformity 
to standards, Be suro you take both into consideration, Prime em- 
phasis should bo directed at conformity to standards as intensity can 
always ba improved, 

How are the fine of your fish? Are they all there? Ridiculous 
ag this question may seem it is not unusual to find missing ventral 
fina. Doos finnage conform to standard in so far as length, shape, 
and coloration im concerned? Do the fins exhibit scars, the rerul 
of altorcations between tankmates? 


A final point to be considered in pre-judgement ie one which 18 
often overlooked by amateur exhibitors. Tho scales of a fieh (or 
lack of them) are often the pointa which are used to break a tio. 

In the caso of a emaller fish a missing scale ie paramount to disaster 
and often resulta in "unofficial diaqualification", 


Stop Lour -- Conditioning and caring for your entries, 


Winning a trophy often involves keeping your fish in "mint 
condition" year-round (sonething good aquarists do anyway!) Admit- 
fodiy, most of ua do experience "lack Seasons" when our leisure tinc 
is diverted away from our fich. Inattontion such aa this can be dia- 
onteroun if it Occurs in the two months immediately preceeding a show, 
Getting back to the subject, after you have selected your possible 
entrants, go buck to your aquariums and select the -begt fieh

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THE VALUE OF FOMALES IN BREEDING by Warren E. Young 

During the years in the tropical fieh hobby, I am amazed in 
the lack of articles and information about, to me, the most impor- 
tant fish that we have in our flahrooma, namély the femala of the 
species, Without her, things would be somewhat dull. For some un- 
known reason, the average hobbyist regards the femalo as a nececs- 
ity that is needed to bear young fry and they have no control, at 
all, as to what the next generation will be like, 


The female has a lot to do about the size and fimage of your 
next generation and also a good deal about color. Now that we have 
said it, let's go about proving it. To do this, lot ue first go to 
the rish that has dono more to enlighten the hobbyist about the 
value of tho female than any other fish - the guppy. 


The majority of good guppy breeders do their breeding by trios, 
a combination of one male and two females, The idea is to find out 
what combination ia producing the fish he is after, I usually mark 
my females by cutting the top of one tail and the bottom of the 
others, Their fry WiLL be kept in seperate tanks, marked in thio 
ways "In two or three months wo can tell if we have anything worth 
keeping. 1f we have a good pair, χο discard the other femalo and 
ite fry and try another female until we get what we want, using 
three or four brooding tanka or any amount you have roon for. It 
won't be long before you are producing good fish, Never ask o 
guppy breeder to nell you his breeding stock, because you aro then 
Thoking the chance of boing shown the door in a hurry. 


The question always arises that 44 you go through all thia 
troubla, why don't all your females throw good fich in following 
generations, it in true that the battor a lino 19 got, tho battor 
your chances are for having a larger amount of good females, but 
for sone unkown reason, to me, fich will go backwards toward their 
original state much faster than they go forward, δο, it io always 
a battle to find the right fomalos. 


I am sure that you all know of cases of people who have pro- 
duced good fish for one or two years and thon seem to lose overy- 
thing and by their inability to find, or take the tine to find 
pairs or trios that will produce tho fish that thoy originally had, 


Those of you that were in the hobby before the fish world went 
crazy about the delta tail guppy, know the amount of females and 
young fry that were discarded in the uearch for the pair that would 
Give un the angle on the caudal that would put the guppy in the 
delta tail class, 


I often ask people who have come to our fish room why they 
want a trio instead of a pair and, by far, the answer is always 
because they will get more fish by using two fenalen instead of one. 
I have stopped trying to explain why a breeder uses a trio. 


Tho eame thing 1ο happening with our Betta broeders, As long 
as they can get a pair to breed, they will keep on breeding them 
no matter what kind of young they are producing. The only outcome 
of this type of breeding 15 a room full of Bettas and not a show 
Betta in the lot. The best thing to do is to get rid of the lot 
and start all over again. Our method is to pick.three females from 
a particular batch and take the best male we have, and every 14 days 
breed him to one of the females, Py keeping sach batch seperate, 
we soon determine what pair 15 producing the bent Bettas,...wo 
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THE VALUE OF FEMALES IN BRUEDING...., 
discard the others and broed with the one pair. 


Many of you are wondering at what age we start our fish 
breeding. We have experienced that the younger tho fish, the 
Better. As a general rule we start them at four months of age. 

By then, you know what they Will be like when full grown and all 
that ie needed is proper care and feeding. Then, no judge could 
pass by without a second look, 

This method of breoding can be carried out with most any type 
of fish and is much better than community breeding, In community 
breeding, you cannot determine where the good fish are coming from. 

You have to have patience, work a little harder, and keep re. 
cords, but the satisfaction you will get from seeing’ tanke or jara 
of good fish io well worth the effort,

Whon needed juat break off 
a piece (as you would with frozen brine shrimp) breaking or cutting 
it n small enough iocos for your fish, For baby fieh (that are 
over ¢ inch in length) use a razor blade or very sharp knife to 
shave off slices, Tho smaller tho fish tho thinner the slice. 
langer fish can be given whole chuncks according to their ability 
to swallow, Excess food should be placed back in the freozer be-

I don't know what the effects would be on a ateady diet of 
this food, so I couldn't say, but I feed my fish on it twice a 
week and they are all growing twice as fast as normal, Not to 
mention many other phenomenal growth patterns.

(i.e. beefheart) but no fatty foods can bé used.

Remember the good old days? Remember whon rogular gas could 
be had for 25,9 and an electfic can opener was the newest nocénsity 
of life? We were all confident that we wero on the dawn of a new 
age of affluence, whon technology would perform the tasks for us. 
Then, just when thinge looked ao good, the Arabs shut off the pipe 
and WW owners knew they had beon right all along, ‘The next thing 
we knew, we wore waiting in line for gas and Richard Nixon was 
Begging’ up to turn dom the heat, Since then things have changed 
quite a bit, Care are smaller, heating bills are higher and Jimmy 
Garter weara a sweater in the White House. Even those who don't 
believe in the energy crisis sense that all is not well. The 
national trade deficit ic running us bankrupt, thanks to oll im 
ports. Our coal miners have been on strike all winter. People 

in many parts of the country have been forced to save energy like 
never before, and still there is talk of blackouts.

In such dark times, can the-all-electric aquarium long survivo?? 
If the governor came on the six o'clock news and announced a 50% cut 
in power to avoid a blackout, just what would you do with those 
Pearl Gouramis and Africans?’ You Just couldn't turn their heat down 
to 60 degrees end oxpect them to keep on spawning. 


I'm not predicting the end of our hobby, yet, but I do believe 
that many of ue could stand to re-evaluate our methode end doten- 
mins if all those plugs are really necessary. 1 doubt am if ono 
aquartat in twenty could tell you how much electricity hie setup is 
using or how much of the utility bill 18 going for figh, A close 
inspection of the average fish room would not only reveal one of tho 
many reasons for the energy crieia, but a fire inepecioro nightmare 
as Well. Aquariums wil alWays require power to operate, I suppose, 
but there age ways to save como of it. ‘Te thoro any reason not to 
do 20? 


Electric power consumption is measured as kilowatt-hours (ΚΙ) 
A watt is a unit equal to the power in a circuit in which a current 
of ono e.pere flows across a potential difference of ono volt, A 
watt-hour is a unit of work equalling the power of one watt being 
used for one hour, One KWH equals 1,000 wattehours, If you want to 
determine how much electricity an appliance used during the month, 
minply multiply ite watt rating by the number of hours it was used, 
Jor example, a 4w alr pump that runs constantly will uso

They can be Produced still further if you are willing to change your 
habits to cone extent. Slectricity im used in aquariums for three 
main purposes: "to maintain the proper temperaturo to provide 
light, and to move water. Let us look at cach of theae functions 
and nbo how their efficiency can bo improved, 


i 
Heati poraturo maintenance is tho biggest consuser of power in 
tho aquarium. Doalers and the literature generally recommend 
2-3u/gallon. Reducing the sizo of tho heater won't save any powers 
A smaller heater will only operate for longer periods to keop the 
tank warm (if it can). he key to saving heaticg power is to avoid 
loss of heat, There are three main factore afiecting tho rate of 
heat loss from aquaria, 


The first factor is the surface/volume ratio of the tank. A 
cubic tank will lose heat slower than a recte:ilar one of the same 
capacity for this reason, Cubic tanks areft «| that practical 
otherwise, however, The logical answer is to reduce the amount of 
exposed sürface on the rectangular tank with insulation, Panels 
Gade of plastic foam, plywood, particle board or other Suitable 
materials may be used for this purpose. They may be painted,

The second factor affecting heat loss 15 the temperature dift- 
erence botweon the tank and ite surroundings.

defoat'the purpose, However, if a large number of tanks are in- 
volved, it may prove more eflicient to keep one room warm for them 
than to heat each individually. Some aquarium chops use thie prin- 
ciples for tho method to be Sirestive he room musy be inpalated 
from both tho outsido and tho rost of the house. Cold walla, espe- 
cially in a bagoment, must be covered with somo sort of insulation, 
Fiberboard, wood paneling, heavy curtains, and a number of other 
things will work. Be sure the insulation reaches all the way to the 
floor, even if ii doos not make it to the ceiling, because cold air 
sinks, "Iloora can be covered with old throw rugs, carpet scrap, 
furniture pads or whatever you have around the house.

Tho fat femalo I got was obviously well filled with eggs. All 
four males immediately began chasing her, They were probably wor- 
riod that some of the egge would not be lertilizod ac they vero 
laid. Maybe 3 would have boon enough but I thought 4 would be 
hotter.

SURPRISZ!'my fish had bred, Already small fry had hatched 
and wore up at the top breathing oir. .vidently, guppy ogge don't 
take too long to hatch because only 3 days before the fenalo waa 
still fat, 1 dropped in more turtle” food aftor mashing it somo for 
the babies. Again, I wrote tho data on a oticky labol but this tine 
I stuck it'on the eide, 


I put the bowl on top of a fumace pipo to mako mure tho littlo 
ones would bo warn onough, but it didn't do any good, ‘Tho next day 
(I was looking in the bowl evory day now) 4 of tho babioa were float- 
ing belly up and two had disappeared also all of tho adulte were lay- 
ing on the gravel, Thay wore probably tired from all that opavming. 
I wrote the dato on a ntlcky label and stuck it on tho bowl. Since 
I had aucconsfully bred thone difficult fich, and thoy wore hard to 
soo in that milky water ond bocaugo of the labele, I gava then to a 
friend who wanted to try como difficult fish. I pat the guppies in 
a pint milk bottlo with soma woods to abaorb any carbon mopxide in 
the water. Tho woods must have abaorbod too much of the carbon 
monoxide, because after 12 hours in tho bottle one of tho males died, 
I suggostod to my friend that maybe they ought to havo a larger bote 
tle, maybe a } gallon, maybe, 

vith tha fish gono there was no mood to keep the bawl on the fur- 
nace ao 1 moved it 
Those that don't drown in the bowl seen to get stuck on a sticky label. 
This has boon a lasting source of enjoymont to πα. I am thinking of 
getting somo more guppies and trying again, I sure would liko to see 
them eat that turtle food. I hopo you readers will be inspired üy 
my success and will be able to duplicate my feat, lho saya the suc- 
cessful breeders never reveal their secrete? Anyone not under-

Just exactly what is spirulina, and vhat all does it do? 


Phytoplanktons are algaen that form thc base of tho natural 
food chain, Like other phytoplanktonn, spirulina builds proteins, 
carbohydrates and fate through the process of photosynthesis, These 
tiny plants also synthenize carotenoids, which affect colors in 
animals but which animals must got through their diet an they can 
not themselves synthesize caroteroide. ‘The devth of color of henn! 
eggs, the bright pink plumage of flamingos, the red splashes on 
trout all depend on dicts containing carotenoids, without which 
the colore would become pale and washed out, 


Although various types of algaes are known as phytoplankton, 
not all have equally valuable propertien, ‘The more important ones, 
such as apirulina and chlorolla, offer such high nutritional velue 
that they are being harvoated for human consumption in many parts 
of the world as a Valuable food source to fight malnutrition, 


spirulina is high in groyth-ensontial protoin (6h.25), amino 
acids, lipids, vitanina and minerala, The International Congrosa 
of Food Science ond Technology (Madrid, Spain, 1974) has compared 
epirullna to cows! milk - spirulina being richer than cows! mili 
in four of eight esmential amino acida and just slightly under cova’ 
miik in tho other four. Natural vitamins 1} spirulina include D-], 
Dé, D5, L6, L2, niacin, d-Ca-Pantothonate, folic acid, inositol

ApyuoTs YOUR REALTH by Lowell Ponte 


In the quiet town of Cheshire, Conn., Annette Nara wan pleased 
to learn thet her childron'a elementary mchool had installed new 

y-savings lighting, Put when fall clanmos began in 1978, her 

year old mon Timmy returned home each day close to teare, "Hy 
uyou hurt, Mommy," he told her ropontedly. 


Timmy's eyes stopped hurting during the winter holiday, but tho 
problem returned when he went back to school, Mara decided to vinit 
fin classroom and to discuss tho nituation with his teacher, who 
eyes had become bloodshot and painful since the new lights had beon 
installed, ‘(han questioned, 16 of the 18 Norton Clementary School 
teachers also reported unusual headaches and eyestrain, 

Other problems were apparent. Uhen the new highgressure, sodi- 
un-vapor Lights wore first ewitchod on (the Lights required a warme 
up period of five minutes) they gave off a greenish glow that one 
teacher, Louise heusel, and others seid made them feel nauseated. 

In normal use, the intense yellowish light from these lamps distorted 
colora in the classroom causing students to confuse red books for 
orange. Meuse) and other teachers noticed that the studentsseomed 
irritable and nore easily distracted under the new lights. In July 
1979, Annette Hara and Louise Neusel rallied more than 100 concerned

In the 102 years mince Thoman A, sdiaon invented the practical 
electric light bulb, few have thought that this marvel might be harm- 
ful. ut electric light is not natural, and it can work subtle 
changes in our health, particularly now that millions of people 
spend most of their waking hours inside buildings lit by incanden- 
cont, fluorescent or, increasingly, by newer types of lights 


Sdison's light, like most bulbe in hones today, vas incande: 
cent, It lit up when an electric curront wae pushed through a thin 
Carbón filament. Today tungsten 15 typically used, but in either 
vano the friction caused by the current of electrons hoata the Tilas 
mont until it glows brightly, or "incandencoa," 

The Light from these bulbs difforn greatly fron sunshine, Sune 
light casts a rainbow of colors ranging from violet down the spect~ 
rum through blue, green, yellow, orange and red. Teyond what our oyen 
nee, mnlight carries ultraviolet waves, and at the other end of the 
spectrum, the longer, slower in rarod waves, Incandescent light not 
only lacke the intensity of sunlight, but most of ita light is yellow, 
orange ond rod, 

The common fluorescent light, developed during the 19309, ia 
moro efficient than the incandescent bulb but no lens artificial. 

It consinte of n glans tube filled with a gon gan ond morcury vapors 
men a current passen through the tubo, tho morcury becomes "excited" 
and gives off a bluish light as voll an invisible ultraviolet radia- 
tion, A coating of phonphora inside the tube given off light, or 
“fludreaces," whon hit by the ultraviolet light, A jO-vatt flüorés- 
cont tube produces as much light aa à t50-vatt incandescent bulb. 


Fluorencant lamps can be made to give off virtually any color 
or mix of colors by blending different phosphorn, Dut early dovo- 
lopora of fluoremcent light drow on scientific findings that the 
human eye in mont nenmitive to yellow-green light and designed their 
Lamp to emit most strongly in these colora--thü standard "cool white" 
fluoreacant light in use today. Similarly, the high-presoure sodium 
lamp gives off light by using slectrical current to excite a βαβ-- 
sodium vapor-=which given off intense yollow-grcon light without 
using phosphors.

They found that as 
winter deepened the men suffered a severely diminished ability to 
absorb calcium, a mineral vital to bones and teoth.

Inbreeding can 
bo either good or bad or both, doponding on the talenta of the 
breeder snd a certain element οἳ luck, 


Simply defined, inbreeding ic tho mating of closoly related 
individuals, This has the effect of allowing recessive characteris- 
tics, which normally would stay hidden, to be displayed, Closely 
related individuals can be expected 10 bo carrying the name recessive 
genes, and therefore sone offnpring will receive a pair of genose.. 
Which ie what it taken to display a recessive characteristic. 


Inbreeding, or incent an it is called when applied to humans, 
An froimod upon’ by cociety because of the well-documented occur- 
rences af hereditary dineases in such relationships. Horne, cattle, 
dog and cat breadera avoid inbreeding for the samo reanonn, Many 
Tish breodors think tho manc way; but should they? 


Inbresding concentraten all tho recennive gones, the good and 
tho bad. What then in different about inbreeding of’ the piger 
aninaln and fish? In a Vord-lUNB2i! Horses and cattle usually 
have one baby at a time: if an undordroable result occurs, it in 
contly and time consuming. Doga and cata alno have mall litters 
50 that inbreeding in chaney. Fish, hovevor, havo large litters 
which yield a close approximation of the hereditary ration developed 
by Nonüel, Inbreeding does not create deformities; it merely makes 
it more possible for them to be displayed, Likeviae, thone Longer 
fina, purer colors and greater size can also come io'the foro in- 
atond of staying hidden, Uith large litters the breeder ia not 
faced with a total loan if comething goes wrong. In fact, he can 
oxpect something to go wrong AND ho can almo oxpoct something to 
go right, That Le whare culling im important. A good breeder will 
πο]οοΐ tho next pair to breed vary carefully, 11 he ia lucky enough 
to havo a lot of tank, he should select a number of paire mo that 
all will not be lost if one wrong choice ie mado. 


Many brocders will uso schomos to provide inevranco against 
running into a dead end, Aithor by using a crisncroncing motho 
or inbreeding seperate linom of the namo strain, ‘ome vill combine 
both methods by cronming the linen after some number of generations. 
For breeding chow male guppies, I prefer lino breoding with aa ahy 
pairing an possible mince tho Τοπαῖση oon truly only be selected by 
trial and error or at bost an educated guess. 


decoris are important so that tho broeder will know when come- 
is going wrong. Ignoring the first indication of something 
going wrong, indiscriminating inbreeding, or population breeding 
horo the true parents cannot bo determined are the common pitfalls 
of a poor breading program, Numerical counts of the good and bac 
results vill let you know if the goals are boing achieved, Worely 
culling every time a defect is spotted without recording the fact, 
is living in a fool's paradise, Thin is the reason many breeders 
show spactacular resulta for a year or tuo and then lose their strain. 
‘that should you do if a strain is deteriorating? Jost breeders 
vill dump then and buy some new stock (from someone who knows what 
they are doing) and start all over again. ‘hat a vaste! Breed your 
strain to a closely related strain, and with a carefully determined 
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program, breed out the undesirable traita and whatever effect the 
Outcrosá caused, This vill be nuch easier than starting all over. 


In summary, inbreoiing requires precipsly adminiptered tochni- 
cues in order to be of valdo, You ales nili Wiscover thet inbeeating 
TAIT urn up many new characteristice because tho mutations ans 
crossovera valch frequently occur Vill now start up anctead of being 
Toot without ever having appeared.

It meom as though my favorite fish has always 
been gupplos. ihon we bought our firet home in 1972, I built a 

4x 10 fish room for 20 tankn in our garage and procoeded to learn 
lov to reino gupplen. aventually I added a few more tanke and the 
whole gorago Was takon over. 1 believe during that timo, I tried 
many different foods and tank wot ups, but we novor really hit on a 
good synton. In 1975, we attended our firat guppy show in Indiana- 
polis and mot soverai’ people rho helped mo get on the right track. 
Tt also helped by vintting a few fia rooma of other broedem 


In 1976, vo noved again and I set up a larger room with around 
100 tanks, Í really don't feol that 1 really lonraed my way of doing 
things until 1977 when wo atertod winning fairly conaiatently. Right 
now, wo have 150 tanks in our fish room, but we raino angolo in about 
30 of them to help offmot the vost of show. 


All of my tanka are c.t up bere with corner filters. I use 
small tanks (5-7 gallon) for breeders; 10 gallon tanks for youn 
fish up to 3 months; and 15 and 20 gallon tanks for my older fish. 


Me usually niphon 25% once a week and wo usually food 5 or 6 
timen a day, T like to feed a lot of brine shrimp and 1 feed the

Tt han an aluminium body 
and a ‘gauge on top with a valve ior the tubing. On your PVC pipe 
attach a piece of tubing (not too long) and then attach 1t to the 
same valve on the prosmire gauge. Open the gauge valve and you will 
got a reading of pai, lly air compressor in operated by carbon 
veins. 


Usually when they start to go, you will get a lot of carbon 
dust in the PVC pipen and it will clog up the valve. Then you use 
a paper clip to ünclog tho valve, This will free tho valve of 
carbon dust. You should have the compressor sarviced at leant once 
every 5 to 10 years, Bring it to a company that doen thin or 1T you
